The country weekly will never 
die. It has its well appointed place 
in the affairs of the American 
people. On the contrary, the coun- 
try weekly, particularly the all 
home print country weekly, is grow- 
ing greater in the estimation of 
newspaper readers from day to day. 
It is the chaff that is falling by the 
wayside. — The American Press.

Neatly printed stationery instant- 
ly commands the attention and 
respect of everybody, for it be- 
speaks progress, on the part of the 
one who uses it. 

But it serves yet another and 
equally important purpose.
